In describing his origin, General Grant 
says he is of the eighth generation in 
descent from Matthew Grant, who came 
to America from Dorchester, Eng., io 


1630, and settled at Dorchester, Mass. 
General Grant’s great-grandfather, Noah 
Grant, was an officer in the English 
army in the war of 1756 against the 
French and Indians, and his grandfather, 
Noah Grant, fought in the revolution 
against England. : 
| Grant was born at Point Pleasant, 
Ohio. He received his appointment at 
| West Point through Hon. Thomas Mor- 
| Tis, Senator. from Qhio. The fact that 
| he had no early learning toward military 
life is shown by his at first wishing to 
refuse the appointment. His father, a 
man not to to be refused, told him to 
go, andhe went. His reluctance arose 
from a fear that he would not pass 
the examination. On May 24th, 1861, 
Grant wrote to the Adjutant-General, 
offering the Government his military 
service in any capacity. No notice was 
| taken of the letter, and itis not preserved 
| in the files of the War Department. Gen- 
, €ral Grant, in describing his first meeting 
| With the enemy, when he commanded a 
regiment, naively admits that he was 
| very much frightened. On seeing the re- 
treat of the opposition force without 
awaiting attack, the idea struck him that 
their commander was _ probably as much 
frightened as he was. This view of the 
matter remained in his mind, and he 
never thereafter felt trepidation in the 
presence of the enemy. In his comments 
upon the muc'-discussed battle of 
Shiloh, General Grant dissents from the 
idea tbat if Johnson had not been 
killed the Confederates would have 
won and annihilated Grant’s army. He 
remarks: ‘‘Ifs’’? defeated the Confeder- 
ates at Shiloh. We should have been dis- 
gracefully beaten ‘if all the bullets 
fired by us had passed harmlessly over 
the enemv and ‘‘if’’? all of theirs had 


taken effect .*.* * ™ *.. The. fact 
that Johnston was leading the brigade to 


{induce it to make a charge which had 
been repeatedly ordered is. evidence that 
there was. neither’ the universal 
demoralization on our. side nor 
the unbounded confidence‘ on theirs 
which has keen claimed. There 
was, in fact, no hour during the .day 
when I doubte the eventual defeat of 
the enemy. ™ - * * * 

Grant says that Colonel William Preston 
Johnson’s description of the battle is 
very graphic, and causes the reader to 
wonder why the Federal troops were not 
all killed. ‘I witnessed the fight,” 
somewhat sarcastically adds the Gen- 
eral. I sce but lit le in the description 
that I can recognize. The Confederate 
troops fought well, and deserve com- 
mendation enough for their bravery and 
endurance on the 6th of April, without 
detracting from their antagonists 
or claiming auy more than 
their due.” The General makes 
amends to General Anson D. McCook, by 
explaining a remark in his Century arti- 
cle on Shiloh to the effect that- McCook 
was was unwilling to pursue the 
enemy on April 7th, because of the 
condition of his troops. General Grant 
says the remark has been misinterpreted. 
He sustained McCook and merely men- 
tioned the fact asa matter of history. 
He then pays a high tribute to McCook’s 
gallantry. General Grant first met Lin- 
coln when called to Washington to re- 
ceive his commission as Lieutenant- 








General in March, 1884. In my first 
interview with Mr. Lincoln, he 
| stated to me that he had never 


professed to be a military man, or to 
know how campaigns should be conduct- 
ed, and never wanted to interfere in them, 
but that procrastination on the part of 
commanders and pressure of the people 
_ at the North, and of Congress, which, 
' like the poor, he had always with him, 
had forced him into issuing his well- 
known series of executive orders. He 
did not know but that they weré ali 
wrong, and did not know that some of 
them were. Ali he wanted, or ever had

and act, and call upon him 
for all the assistance needed. 


Grant first met Stanton at Louisville.

_ bas not been witnessed on this continent 

than that of the 5th and 6th of May, 1864. 
Oar victory consisted in having success- 
fully crossed a formidable stream almost 
in the face of the enemy, and getting the 
army together afterward as a unit. We 
gained an advantage on the morning of 
the 5th, which, if it had been followed 
up, must have proven very decisive. If 
the evening the enemy gained an advant- 


age, but was speedily repulsed. As we 
stood at the close, the two armies 
were relatively in about the 


same condition to meet each other 
as when the river had divided them. But 
the fact of safely crossing was a victory. 
* * * * On the morning of the 7th 
we sent out pickets and skirmishers to 
discover the position of the enemy, but 
Lee showed no disposition to come out. . 
About midday Warren was directed to 
make fa reconnisance in force. This 
drew some sharp firiag, but there was no 
. attempt on the part of the rebels to drive 
him back. This ended the battle of the 
Wilderness. Our losses in the Wilder- 
ness were 2,216 killed, 8,785 wounded 
and 2,902 missing—probably nearly all 
the latter captured by the enemy. 

In giving reminiscences of Lee’s sur- 
render, Generai Grant says: “I found 
General Lee had been brought into our 
lines and conducted to a house be- 
longing to a Mr. McLean, and was there 
with one of his staff awaiting my ar- 
rival. The head of his column was oc- 
cupying a hill, a portion which was an 
apple orchard. * * 3 by 
Wars produce many stories of fiction. 
The story of the apple tree is one of 
those fictions with a slight foundation of 
fact * Oe ea en me 
diagonally up the hill was a wagon 
road, which at one point ran very near 
one of the trees of the orchard, so that 
the wheels had cut off the roots of the 
trees which made a little em- 
bankment. General Babcock reported 
to me that when he first met General Lee 
he was sitting upon this embankment 
with his feet in the road and leaning 
against the tree. It was then that Lee 
was conducted into the house where I 
first met him. I had known General Lee 
in the old army and had served with him 
in the Mexican war, but I did not suppose, 
owing to the differences in our ages and 
rank, that he would probably remember 
me, wuile I would remember him more 
distinctly because he was the Chief En- 
gineeron the staff of General Scott in 
the Mexican war. When I had left camp 
that morning, I had not expected the re- 








sult so soon that was then taking 
place, and consequently was in 
rough garb, aud, I believe, without 


a sword, as I usually was when on horse- 
back on the field, wearing a soldier’s 
blouse for a coat with shoulder straps of 
mv rank to represent who I was... When 
I went into the house I found Genera) 
Lee; we greeted each other, and after 
shaking hands took our seats. What his 
feelings were I do not know, being a man 
of much dignity.and with an impenetra- 
ble face; but my own feelings, which had 
been quite apparent on the receipt of his 
letter, were sad and depressed. I felt 
like anything rather than enjoyment at 
the downfall of a foe that had fought so 
long and so gallantly, and had suffered 
so much for a’ cause “which I believed 
to be one of the worst for which a people 
ever fought, and for which there was not 
the least pretext. [ do not question, 
however, the sincerity of the great mass 
of those who were opposed to us. Gen- 
eral Lee was dressed in full uniform en- 
tirely, wearing a sword of considerable 
value, very likely the sword that had been 
presented to him by tbe State of Vir-~ 
ginia; at all events, it was an entirely 
different sword from the one that would 
ordinarily be worn in the field. In my 
rough traveling suit, which was the uni- 
form of a priva‘e, with the straps 
of a General, I must have con- 
trasted very. stranrely with a man 
so handsomely dressed, six feet high and 
of faultless form, but this was not a mat- 
ter that.I thonght of. until afterward. 
General Lee and I soon fell into a con- 
versation about old‘army times. He re- 
marked that’ he: remembered me very 
well in the old army. Our conversation 
grew so pleasant that I almost forgot the 
object of our meeting. General Lee was 
accompattied by one of ‘his staff, Colonel 
Marshall. . I had all of my staff with me, 
a zood portion of whom were in the 
room during the whole of the interview.”

The crop outlook for the State as 
shown in Commissioner of Agricul- 
tare Betts’ Report for May is epcour- 
aging. Although “the excessive 
rains which have since fallen have 
aflected more or less the cotton crop 
unfavorably, the grain crop bas been 
greatly improved.” The following 
summary ofthe Report is of timely 
interest: 

“Total number of acres cotton for 
the State, in 1884, was 2,037,026. 
Total number of acres of cotton for 
the State 1885 is 2,029,454, showing 
a decrease of 8,572 acres, but the 
Central Prairie Region, which pro- 
duces 40 per cent. of the cotton crop, 
showsan increase of 23,955 acres. 
The Coosa Valley Region, which pros 
duces 8 per vent. of the crop shows an 
increase of 2,072 acres. The Ten- 
nessee Valley Region, which pro- 
duces 12 per cent of the cotton crop, 
shows an increase of 2,385. Aggre- 
gating an ivcrease of 28,412 acres of 
the Cotton Regions. 

Tovrease acreage in corn for the 
State 58,108 acres. Ivcrease acreage 
in oats for the State 28,973 acres. 
Decrease acreage in wheat for the 
State 28,232 acres.”

The Tuskegee Colored State Normal 
School graduated its first class at ite fourth 
Commencement, May 28th. The class num- 
bered 10 as follows:

Ichabod” writes as follows to the Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean, concerning this prospe-_ 
reus school and its enterprising Principal:

Im order that ad~ 
vantage might be taken of this offer, some- 
body had got to be feund to establish the 
school who had plack to bestir himself and 
secure funds for buildings and the necessa- 
ry equipments. The State Superinteadent 
of Instruction wrote to Gen. Armstrong, of 
Hampton fame, asking him to find a prin- 
cipal. Gen. Armstrong named Mr. Barker 
T. Washington, one of his numerous pro- 
teges, who had come to Hampton with only 
50 cents in his pocket. 

‘‘Mr. Washington opened his school in a 
dilapidated countty church on the 4th of 
July, 1881, after only one week's prepara- 
t on, with a membership ef 30 students. 
“Ifany one is in doubt as to whether 
Mr. Washington wes the right man for the 
place, let him know that in lees than four 
short years the school bas attained a mem- 
bership of nearly 200 students, each one of 
whom signs a contract when he comes here 
that he will teach at least two years in the 
public achools of Alabama, and has twelve 
teacbers, for whose service the State now 
pays $3,000 a year; 

THAT THB INSTITUTION @WRs 

580 acres of land, free of debt; a brickyard 
from 10,000 bricks are daily tarned out by 
the students, and a windmil! and tank 65 
feet in the air, with pipes and attachments 
fer carrying water to any part of the prem- 
iges; that there is one college building 
whieh cost $6,500, and another to cost over 
$10,000 in process of erection—being built 
by studente—besides a large number of cot- 
tages for boys, poultry: houses, sheds, eto. ; 
that there is a printing office, a carpenter 
shop, @ laundry, a sewing echool, 40 acres 
of growing crops, with live stock and tools; 
and that preparations are now being made 
with the limited funds that are at the com- 
mand of this most deserving school to add 
to the indnstrial department blacksmithing, 
tinsmithing, shoemaking, fruit-canuing, 
broom-making, and a sawmill ! 

There is also a night school for the very 
poorest scholars (to whom the institute far~ 
nishes employment by the day) and a puby 
lie colored school to give normal practice 
to these prospective teachers, after the 
analogy of the Butler School at Hampton.

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THE BARTHOLDI STATUE. 


Wresent Condition of the Pedestal and 
How the Statue Will Be Erected and An- 
chored. 


General Stone, Engineer-in-Chief; of 
the Bartholdi Statue pedestal, was in- 
terviewed as follows yesterday: 

‘‘What is the present state of the 
work on the pedestal, General?”’ 

“You are aware that the foundation 
mass of twenty-three thousand five 
hundred tons of concrete, was finished 
last year in May, and the building of 
the pedestal proper, of granite and 





‘beton, was commenced. That work | 


‘continued until the funds were nearly 
exhausted and the cold weather came 
on, when building ceased and work 
was carried on only at the quarries, 
where we continued to get out and cut 
the granite. When work ceased in 
building the pedestal was up to the 
ninth course of masonry. There will 
be forty-six courses of granite in the 
finished pedestal, so there are thirty- 
6ix courses yet to build.” 

“Is any of the stone prepared?”’ 

“Oh, yes. A large quantity. Three 
courses are already at Bedloe’s Island, 
ready for setting, while at the quarries 
at Lute’s Island, there are five courses 


dressed all ready to ship, and five | 
courses on which the cutters are at) 
work; so that in a short time the stone , 
tor one-half the height will be ready for | 


setting.”’ 

“The statue, it is said, is made of 
sheet copper. What will hold it in 
form when set up, and how will it be 
attached to the pedestal?”’ 

‘Inside the sheet copper will be a 


very strong framework of wrought | 


iron, consisting of four large angular 
pillars braced with iron from bottom 
to top. This iron structure is to come 
from France with the statue, and 
weighs about one hundred and twenty 
tons—much more, in fact, than the 
statue itself. 

‘This iron framework will rest upon 
and be attached to two strong steel 
girders, which we will place on the top 
of the pedestal, and these two girders 
will have two others directly under 
them at right angles. 
below the top of the pedestal there will 
be two other pairs of steel girders, 


which will be connected with those on | 
top by steel eye-bars, sothat the gird- | 
ers which support the weight of the | 


statue and its framework will be 
anchored to the masonry and held 
securely by the weight of the pedestal 
itself.” 

“What is the extend of the 
work?” 


steel 


“The weight of the steel system will | 


be about ove hundred and fifty tons.”’ 
‘‘What is the necessity of such strong 
attachment?” 
‘‘The statue, while colossal in size, is 


by no means correspondingly heavy. | 
While one hundred and fifty-one feet | 
high, it, with its interior framework, | 


weighs only about two hundred tons; 
but it has great surface—nearly four 


thousand square feet—exposed to the | 
wind. With a strong wind blowing on | 
this great surface the tendency would | 


be to overturn the statue, and in such 
an effort the wind, since the center of 
gravity is more than sixty feet above 
the top of the pedestal, would have the 
advantage of great leverage. In case 


a violent gale should strike it, acyclone | 
fount | 


.such as has been Known at 
Washington and in many parts of our 
country, the wind effort to overturn 
the statue would be nearly seven thou- 
sand foot tons. Now, the weight of 
the statue resting on a base of only 


forty feet square would not by any | 


means suffice to overcome this effort of 
the wind, and it becomes necessary to 
attach the weight of the statue to the 


weight of a great mass of the pedestal. | 


This is accomplished by the system of 


support and anchorage which I have | 


described. This system has been so 
devised that it will be always accessible 
in all its parts, so that it can be 
watched and kept constantly in good 
condition.”’
